Ottawa, May 13—Agriculture and 
War Veterans were chiefly in t'h® Par 
1 lament ary limelLght of late. The de¬ 
bates on the former have been politi¬ 
cal but on the latter entirely non-part 
isan. 

Two bills were presented to the 
House dealing with matters of direct 
interest t 0 ex-service men; The re¬ 
viving the real idea of Armistice Day 
by separating it from Thanksgiving 
and making it Remembrance Day and 
the other a bi.l to eliminate Imperial 
Veterans from the Soldiers’ prefer¬ 
ence under the Civil Seivice Act. 

Beth of these bills emanated from 
private members and both were ac 
corded independent consideration, be¬ 
ing supported and opposed on both 
Bides of the House in accordant 
with individual member’s beliefs. Thi 
party whips were off. A. W. Neill 
(Lib. Ccmox Alberni) presented the 
Remembrance Day Bill which passed 
and Oscar Bou’anger (Lib. Belle 
chasse) sponsored the Veterans’ pre¬ 
ference bill. 

At first the House looked askance 
at the Remembrance Day bill and 
the debate was adjrurned on its flrst 
day. The Canadian Legion however 
rnuJc known the wishes of the wa- 
veterans and the bill was thereupon 
passed. In the case of the Imperial 
preference bill the debate was adjourn 
ed, but from all indications it will b< 
defeated when it comes to the flna’ 
decision. 

The agricultural question involved 
the government's policy with respect 
to the present depression, (or as the 
Opposition would have it) lack of pol¬ 
icy. The issue was joined when J. L

Widely varying temperatures and 
showers featured the weather of the 
past fortnight. On May 6, the western 
part of the province received moist¬ 
ure which will assure a fairly even 
germination of grains and wi 1 mat¬ 
erially improve pasture conditions. 
Unfortunately this rain did not ex¬ 
tend to the southeastern areas wdiere 
very dry conditions continue. The 
Peace River district, which had a 
fair carry-over of moisture from the 
previous year, received an additional 
supply on May 13, and exccl'ent con¬ 
ditions prevail in that part of the 
province. 

In those parts of the province 
where there is a fair moisture supply 
seeding of wheat is comp’eted and 
about 50 per cent of the area devoted 
t 0 C( hrse groins is sown. In other dist 
riots seeding was delayed awaiting 
addi icnal moisture and reports Indie 
ate that from 80 to 90 per cent of 
wheat and 40 per cent of coarse 
grains is sown. 

The damage to crops from sol’ drift 
tng is not as serious as might be ex¬ 
pected. The period of most severe 
blowing occurred before seeding com¬ 
menced. 

The sugar beet crop is 90 p.c. seed 
ed and progressing favrrab'y in the 
Lethbridge district. Farther west tlv* 
moisture supply i 3 more limited and 
the stand is uneven. The acreago dev¬ 
oted to this crop for the present sea¬ 
son is 12.500 acres, a decrease of rb- 
out 1.500 acres from last year. 

Reports vary with regard to the pn 
bable acreage of wheat but it is gen¬ 
erally conceded that there wip b« 

a corresponding increase in the area

summerfal’owed. More definite infor¬ 
mation with regard to t’is matter 
will be secured by the Department in 
*he near future. Weather condition^ 
during the next few weeks wi’l det^r 
mine the area of coarse grains ahH 
green feed. Continued dry weath^t 
will tend to decrease the area eovrtV. 
Particularly in the southern part of* 
the province and in the irrigated d’.st-’ 
rictr. there is an increase in the ac’c 
age of peas, potatoes and rimPnr 
crops. 

Pasture conditions with the except 
wn of Northern Alberta and the 
Peace River district are unsatisfact¬ 
ory. There has not been sufficient 
moisture to cause growth and som° 
damage from soil drifting has occur¬ 
red. In some parts of the dry or'a 
stable-feeding cf livestock continues

BIRTH CONTROL 

. A startling situation confronts tiie 
pet p e of th'^ country. It is the 
rapid decrease in the birthrate'. That 
f&miles are smaller than they used 
to be is apparent to everybody, but 
that the rate of birth had decreased 
mere tMan ha’f, from forty per thou 
sand to less than ntnteen, is shock¬ 
ing. 


Its estimated by statisticians that 
within the next thirty, perhaps twen¬ 
ty years the population of this cou¬ 
ntry will 'iiavc become stationary. 
Immigration will by then have ceased 
to be a serious factor, and births and 
deaths will have rttiched a balance. 

The economic consequences of 
such a state will be important. Real 
estate values wi’l cease t 0 make Any 
average increase. No new rchool 
buildings wi’l be needed except for 
replacement. Cities will rot g cw* ex¬ 
cept as peop’e move fron the country 
or oth?r cities. There wi’l be fewer 
y mng people fend more aged ones. 
S Tciety wii be static in numbers ard 
wi’l naturally tend to grow' static in 
> her \Viys. 

Birth control is of couxse respon¬ 
sible for the new situation. One of 
•ts serious phases is that it is pract¬ 
iced by the wev-to-do and most fit 
lr.tellcctuc’*y. The colored r'ces have 
’title knowledge of ft. As science con 
quers yellow fever, h^ok-worm; ma’- 
aiii and c’her destructive inf’ucr.ces 
in the liver, of inferior mces, we may 

o the n incroa r e as the supetior 
races decline. 

What is the cause of it all? Higher 
standard of living are perhaps the 
most apparent. The ordinary family 
cannot have many chi’dren and many 
’uxuties. But the rich do not have 
the same motive. With them it is a 
shrinkage from responsibility, from 
pain from division of their property 
into many parts, from sacrificing 
*ccinl activities. 

^Against all this humanity faces 
two commands. One is the orginal of 
Gad to multiply and rep’enish the 
earth. The other Is the al’ pervading 
law of procreation, natures Inexorable 
command. 

Many young peop’e marry now 
with the purpore of deferring birth 
of children for some years und then 
limiting it to a convenient ore, two 
ar three. We be’ievc this is fraught 
wt.h danger not only to civilization 
buc to their own happiness. 

What is more beautiful than a fam 
i ; ly of children growing up about 
!voung parents? What creates mor: 
ambition, more character more indus 
[try. more understanding of the nec¬ 
essity of strugg e and self sacrifice 
in both children and parents? Is there 
a greater joy than to look back on 
’ife when age comes and see a num¬ 
erous and honorable posterity? 

Some day we will recognize that 
wc have been terribly wrong about 
wealth. We actually associate it nec- 
esrortty with happiness. Tt is a mere 
incident. Perhaps it i s as often an 
enemy as a friend. Character is the 
basin of happiness, and character dev¬ 
elops best where parents have had 
courage and aspiration enough to 
mi !te the fami’y large and where 
children grow r up knowing the hard- 
sir ps and reaMties cf life and learn¬ 
ing the great principal of sharing and 
he pfulness. 

Here in Utah at east, let us not 
permit our population to grow stat- 
’crary. That wou’d not be good for 
man nor pleasing to G:>d.—Deseret 
News.

In 1906 he travelled 
Western Canada on a "good seed” train under the auspices of the Fed¬ 
eral Department of Agriculture, anil in 1908 moved to the Regina dis¬ 
trict, where he operated a 480 acre farm. 

Mr. Mooney established the Mooney Seed Company, distributors of 
good seed. He is closely associated with the Canadian Seed Growers’

A Statement by the Minister of Finance 




r i THE dark days of the War, Canadians loaned to the 
Government of the Dominion many hundred millions of 
dollars to enable the operations of the Allies to be carried 
to a successful conclusion. 


When Canadians loaned their money to the Government, they 
received bonds which were promises to repay them the sum 
loaned with interest at the rate of 5% or 5 14% per annum. On 
the 1st of October next, $53,000,000 of these bonds become 
due; on the 1st of November, 1932, the maturity will be 
$73,000,000; on the 1st of November, 1933, $446,000,000; 
and, in 1934, $511,000,000 must be provided for. 

It would not be prudent, either in the interest of the security 
holders or the country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their payment or conversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. The Government believes this an oppor¬ 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the 
bonds, which they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of th? Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rate 
of 4H% per annum, which is a very attra«:tive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid interest at the rate as 
provided by the bonds they exchange. 

Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, th?y will render 
less difficult the task of providing for the future finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 
Government in the present period of worldwide readjustments. 

No money will bo asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$2 50,000,000, but the Government has the right at its discre¬ 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a general desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 
The subscription books will close on the 23rd of May. 

I earnestly seek the active support of my fellow Canadians in 
making this conversion, which is one of the largest financial 
operations our country has undertaken in recent years, credit¬ 
able alike to Canada and its citizens.

When we come to consider what 
wc should dut in order to secuie a 
sufficient quantity of all the substan 
ces which we require we think of a’l 
the foods used, not merely this one 
or that one. 

Much of what is written or said 
concerning the value of one particular 
food is based upon the idea that we 
are to use or depend upon one or at 
the most a very few articles of diet.

Because some roughage in the diet is 
required it does not follow that 3 
larger amount is desirable; indeed it 
may be harmful. 

The normal healthy adult should 
eat a wide variety cf foods. Milk and 
milk products fruits and green leafy 
vegetables should form a regular 
part of the diet The amount of food 
to be used depends upon age and oc¬ 
cupation and can be regulated by 
watching any variation in tike weight.
